PRINCETON, Wis., Nov. 5.—Mrs. Ellen 
Long, a widow, and L. 8. Whittemore, the 
father of the boy found in the river with 
his throat cut, have been arrested for mur- 
der. The detectives who took the case had 
their suspicions turned to Mrs, Long be- 
cause of rumors that she once attempted 
to poison Whittemore’s wife and failed. 
Searching her house they found the bloody 


clothes which she had been wearing up 
to the time of the murder, and alsoa 
butcher knife and two razors stained with 
blood. In a well was found a club with 
bloody marks on it. The neighbors say a 
criminal intimacy existed between the 
widow and Whittemore, and that it was 
known. to his 11-year-old son, who was 
probably thus disposed of to stop the 
scandal. The boy was missing ten days, 
but the father made little effort to find 
him. The theory is that the boy was killed 
by Mrs. Long in her cellar, and that the 
father carried the body to the river and 


hid it in the place where he pretended to|

“HER BATTLE FOR BREAD.” 


Notes from Major Dane’s Eloquent 
Lecture last Evening. 
Major H. C, Dane delivered his lecture 
entitled ‘‘Her Battle fot Bread’ toa very 
large audience at the Fort Street M. E. 
Church last evening. He is so well known 
as an eloquent and talented speaker — 
that it is almost unnecessary to state that 
his hearers enjoyed a treat such as 
is rarely offered in Los Angeles. As might © 
be imagined by the title, the lecture had 
especial reference to the past, present and 
prospective condition of women and 
the opportunities they have and hard- 
ships phey suffer in the world’s battle. He 
raced condition of women since the 
comméncement of history, and divided 
the various methods they have at presept 
to gain a livelihood into several classes. He 
spoke of the mechanical pursuits open 


to them in the mill and factories, and - 
how nobly many of them fulfill their 
humble duties in these departments of 
industry. Then he turned to the profes- 
sional career of noted women and showed 
how successful many have been in art, 


interspersed his lecture with many 
pathetic anecdotes and graphic de- 
scriptions which held the audience al- 
most spell-bound. Women, as teachers, 
was the next department of the 
lecture. The laborious, wearing-out 
work which the teachers in our crowded 
schools are compelied to do was fully ex- 
plained, and so far from being overpaid © 
for their services, the lecturer said they 
more than earned every cent they re- 
ceive. The noble work of Mary Lyon, the 
founder of Mount Holyoke Seminary, and 
Miss Frances Willard, as well as that of 
other women educators and philanthro- 
pists was dwelt upon, and the speaker 
paid them a high tribute for 
the great good they have accomplished. 
Woman in domestic life and her laborious 
duties in the family, oftentimes breaking 
down her health for the sake of those she 
loves, completed the list of woman’s work, 
and the speaker said. that more depart- 
ments may well be opened for her which 
are now occupied by men. The great

TO-DAY’S ELECTIONS. 


This is animportant day, politically. 
Ten States will vote, viz: Connecticut, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Nebraske, New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
The Times has already published a 
list of the officers to be elected in 
each State, with the party vote cast 
in each at the last preceding State 
election. Much speculation as to the 
result of to-day’s voting would be 
idle. It may be said, however, with a 

fair measure of safety, that in Con- 

necticut, Minnesota, Nebraska, New 
York and Pennsylvania, there are 
_good prospects of Republican success; 
that the Democrats are pretty sure to 
carry Maryland, Mississippi and New 
Jersey; and that Virginia and Mas- 
sachusetts are in the doubtful list, 
with ieanings towards the wrong 
side. 

The New York Sun, looking beyond 

the elections of to-day to the presiden- 
tial contest, does some figuring of a 
sort that is cheering to the Den.ocratic 
heart. Maryland, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Mississippi, New Jersey and 
New York, which the Sun classes as 
probably Democratic, give 82 electoral 
votes. Add to them Alabama, 10; 
- Arkansas, 7; California, 8; Delaware, 
3; Flonda, 4; Georgia, 12; Kentucky, 
13; Louisiana, 8; Missouri, 16; Neva- 
da, 3; North Carolina, 11, South Car- 
olina, 9; Tennessee, 12; Texas, 13, and 
West Virginia, 6, and there would 
be an aggregate of 217, or 16 more 
than are required to elect a President 
next year. The 14 electors of Massa- 
chusetts could be omitted, and there 
would still be, according to the Sun’s 
hopeful figuring, a surplus of 2 to 
spare beyond the 201 votes needed 
under the last apportionment.
